The following with amendment offered by W. L. C Hunnicutt, was read 
and adopted as the report on Bible Cause : 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church , South : 

Your Committee on the Bible Cause beg leave to report as follows : 

In view of the immense importance of the dissemination of the Word of 
God, we profoundly regret that there has been a considerable falling off of the 
revenue of the Society during the past year. During the year 1896 the net ex- 
penditures .of the Society amounted to $162,240.90, while its income aggregated 
the sum of $138,079.28, making a surplus of expenditures over the income of 
$24,161.62. In order to meet this large deficiency the Society was compelled 
to draw largely on its reserve fund, which consists of unexpended legacies col- 
lected in former years. It is manifest that unless there is an increase in the 
income of the Society it is only a question of time when the reserve fund will 
be exhausted and the society itself finally become a thing of the past. In or- 
der that this may not be the fate of this institution, which has been so help- 
ful to our missionary efforts at home and abroad, and which is almost indi- 
spensable to the progress of the cause of missions in the future, it behooves us 
all to redouble our efforts in behalf of this Society. The appeal sent out by 
the Society at its last annual meeting to the different churches, calling 
upon them to rally to its support, and thereby avert the impending danger 
should enlist the interest of the entire membership of the church and inspire 
us to lend the Society a more helping hand in the future than we have done 
in the past. One church alone cannot undertake the translation and publi- 
cation of the Scriptures in the numerous languages and dialects of the differ- 
ent nations to whom it will be called upon to send the Gospel in the future. 
No one church could well undertake so stupendous a work without seriously 
crippling its efforts in other departments of church enterprise. 

Your Committee would, therefore, recommend that the Conference put 
an assessment of $1,000 upon the Conference for the benefit of the American 
Bible Society, and that the same be apportioned among the different districts 
in the same ratio as during the preceding year ; and we earnestly urge upon 
the pastors of the different charges the importance of collecting in full the 
amounts. 

We further urge them to organize Auxiliary Societies with depositories 
at centres of trade, and request that they call attention of the people to the 
fact that Bibles can still be procured from the American Bible Society at half 
the cost of manufacture, for supplying poor Sunday School children with 
Bibles.

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Resolved , That B. F. Jones be appointed a Committee on behalf of this 
Conference, to communicate with Mrs. H. F. Johnson, with a view of pur- 
chasing the library of her late husband, Dr. H. F. Johnson. And that he 
raise funds to purchase same. 

Resolved further, That when the library is purchased, that we donate the 
theological part of it to Millsaps College, and divide the scientific and literary 
part between Whitworth College and E « s t Mississippi College. 

President J. W. Beeson, of East Mississippi Female College, was intro- 
duced to the Conference, and read a report of his institution. The report \vas 
referred to the Board of Education. 

The report of the Woodville Female College was referred to the Board of 
Education. 

A. F. Watkins read the following, which was amended and adopted as the 
REPORT ON ORPHANS’ HOME. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference : 

The Board of Directors of the proposed Mississippi Methodist Orphanage 
beg leave to present the following as its annual report: 

Acting under the authority conferred by the annual Conference at the last 
session held in December, 1895, the Joint Commission, representing the Mis- 
sissippi and the North Mississippi Conferences met in the city of Jackson on 
January the 8th, 1896, and organized the Board of Directors by electing W. A. 
Gunning President. J. M. Wyatt Vice-President, A. F. Watkins Secretary, and 
J. A. Bowen and M. L. Burton, Treasurers. The name “ Mississippi Orphan’s 
Home, M. E. Church South,” was adopted as the name of the proposed insti- 
tution ; a committee was appointed to procure a charter, and the Secretary w'as 
ordered to publish advertisements for bids for location. 

At Winona, Miss., on the 23rd of April, a second meeting of the Board was 
held, at which the Charter (a copy of which we herewith present as a part of 
our report) was adopted. The question of locating the Home was discussed 
and after carefully considering tiie bids offered, the city of Water Valley was 
selected as the most eligible. At this meeting a resolution was adopted, re- 
questing the election, by each of the patronizing Conferences, of one addi- 
tional layman, as a member of the Board. In this connection w r e think it well 
to say that the selection of Water Valley as the site of the Home was not made 
because we counted it simply the best of the several locations offered us; but we 
thought it a very suitable location and a very liberal bid, and we have not 
ceased to congratulate ourselves and the Church upon this very advantageous 
settlement of a question of such vital importance to the future of the institu- 
tion. We have donated to us by the liberal and progressive citizens of this 
place, fifty acres of land, very suitable for our various purposes, and coming 
to within but little more than one-half mile to the railroad station and the 
center of the town. In addition it is due, to this place to say : that it is an ex- 
ceptionally healthful, moral and progressive city of five thousand people and 
a strong Methodist center. 

At an adjourned meeting held in Water Valley on April the 24th, commit- 
tees were appointed to receive plans and estimates upon buildings, . to secure 
bids upon materials and to inquire into the matter of transportation. At a 
subsequent meeting at Jackson, the plans for a handsome, commodious and 
well adapted building were selected and the contract for the material and 
erection of the building closed. Work upon the building will soon be begun 
and we hope in the early spring to report it ready for occupancy. During the 
sessions of the Conferences in December, 1895, subscriptions were raised, 
amounting in the aggregate to $3,000.00, since that time from the observance 
of “ Orphans Day,” and from additional contributions, we have increased our 
fund until to-dav there is reported by the Treasurers, from the North Missis- 
sippi Conference $1,800 00 cash, and $250.00 in subscriptions; and from the 
Mississippi Conference $1,800.00 cash, and $1,110.00 in subscriptions, giving us 
a total of $3,600.00 in cash, and $1,360.00 in subscriptions. 

In conclusion we respectfully beg you to grant our request for an addi- 
tional lavman on the Board of Directors. 

On motion of Rev. J. M. Weems, D. D., the report was amended appoint- 
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ing the first Sunday in April, and the succeeding Sundays where needed on cir- 
cuits, to be observed as ‘‘ Orphan’s Day,” and that our Sunday Schools and 
Ep worth Leagues be requested to adopt the “ Birth Day Box” for the benefit 
of the Home. 

W. M. Thornton was added to the list of Directors of the Orphans’ Home. 

J. L. Suddoth, alternate from Brookhaven District, was recognized as a 
member in place of L. E. Alford, absent, and was placed on the Committee on 
Sabbath Observance.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE.

REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Your Committee beg leave to report that our Church is making gratifying 
progress. That our people are growing in the grace of liberality is evident 
from the numerous new churches and parsonages that have been built, and 
the repairing and improving those already built. The receipts for Confer- 
ence collections and the salaries of the ministers are increasing. 

The increase in the number of Epworth Leagues tha't have been or- 
ganized and the attendance on Sunday Schools show that the children and 
young people are receiving greater attention at the hands of the church. We 
feel confident that the work done along this line will yield an abundant har- 
vest for the cause of Christ and our beloved Methodism. 

There is an increasing loyalty on the part of the membership of the Church 
manifested in the observance of our General Rules. We have cause to regret, 
however, that in many of our churches there are too many whose lives are in- 
consistent with the teachings, of our Church and the Scriptures. We feel 
pursuaded that in some cases a mild, but firm, administration of discipline 
would act as a wholesome tonic. We would urge our ministers to a persistent 
unity ol action in this respect, to keep the Church “ the Lambs Bride,” 
pure and unspotted from the world. Let Methodists ever be known as a pe- 
culiar people, not only in their doctrines, but in their lives. 

We fear that in some instances in our Conferences, Quarterly, District and 
Annual undue prominence is given to the material welfare of the Church, to 
the disparagement of the moral and spiritual. 

Meetings held throughout the Conference show that the revival power 
abides with us. There has been an encouraging harvest of souls. Our people 
have also been built up in faith. Many new family altars have been erected. 

We deprecate the practice that prevails in some of our protracted and camp- 
meetings of discounting our regular pastors by giving undue prominence and 
authority to professional evangelists. We would also discourage the holding 
of tent meetings in tents by traveling evangelists, in places where our church 
buildings afford sufficient accommodations for the congregations. 

We' have very much to encourage us. Grateful to our Heavenly Father for 
His presence and power with us in the past, aiding us in accomplishing what 
we have as a Church, and depending on Him to be with us in the future, we 
take courage and press forward.

REPORT No 2 OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Dear Brethren — We have just cause to be profoundly grateful for the 
wonderful progress of the cause of temperance in our State in the past few 
years. In no other Southern State is legislation so favorable to the banish- 
ment of the licensed saloon, and if we will but push the battle, not many 
months will elapse before the entire commonwealth will be rid of the mon- 
ster evil, which is still intrenched in seven or eight of our counties. Missis- 
sippi is now the forefront among her sister States in the matter of temperance 
reform, and we will be recreant to our duty if we do not press the fight until 
we have secured statutory prohibition for the whole State. 

In order that we may hold the ground we have gained, it is of the highest 
importance that we continue to educate the people as to the magnitude of the 
evils resulting from the even moderate use of alcoholic beverages. The bless- 
ings of total abstinence need to be frequently and vividly pictured. Because 
we have gained a partial victory, let us not suppose that we can safely rest 
upon our oars. To grow inactive or indifferent, means the loss of hard-earned 
results. 

We urge upon all our preachers the supreme importance of stressing the 
subject of temperance frequently, in order that the people may be alive to 
their duty. Let us never forget that we have an argus eyed, relentless en- 
emy to fight. Let temperance literature be constantly and widely circulated, 
a law* abiding spirit must be inculcated, and the whole populace be imbued 
with strong temperance principles in order that a forward movement may 
become possible. 

We recommend and urge co-operation with every non-political organiza- 
tion and every denomination that is willing to make common cause with us in 
driving out the wdiisky curse. 

We are pleased to note that a large per cent, of our ministers use unfer- 
mented wine in administering the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, and ex- 
press the hope that its use for that purpose will soon become universal.

REPORT OF BOARD OF MISSIONS 

We glory in representing both great arms of the missionary body. We 
recognize the truth so happily expressed by Dr. ScliaufHer, that “There can 
be no foregn missionary work witnout live and vigorous home missionary work; 
and there can be no live and vigorous churches in the home land without that 
missionary spirit which is progressive and world-embracing. That church is 
dead which is not anxious to preach the gospel to every creature. “ It is worth 
while to sow beside all waters.” 

The work is indeed one. The whole world is becoming so neighborly 
through highways of commerce over land and sea ; by ocean cables and trans- 
continental wires, that the w’ord “ foreign ” is liable to lose its significance be- 
fore many decades elapse. Which of us may not have posterity planted in 
lands our eyes have never seen, and speaking in tongues our ears have never 
heard ? God, our Fattier, is rapidly gathering together into one family, all His 
children who are scattered abroad. 

Our hearts have been greatly stirred and our spirits cheered to learn of the 
steady and healthful growth of all our Mission sabroad. China, Japan, Brazil, 
and Mexico, have sent us good tidings of joy. Our men and women have stood 
nobly at their posts and many souls have been brought out of darkness into 
Tiie Light. The long and sometimes dangerous seed-sowing in China has found 
fuller fruition then ever before. The visit of the great Viceroy promises greater 
friendliness and encouragement in official circles in that land which seems 
the very citadel of heathenism. We are glad that Li Hung Chang recognizes 
the disinterested and philanthropic nature of our work. His world-wide trip, 
in broadening his views, may easily result, under God’s directing hand, in 
widening the sphere of our influence among the Celestials. 

We note with gratitude the preservation of our missions and missionaries 
during the recent storms and floods in Japan, and that the Spirit’s mighty 
power has again been so strikingly manifest in the assemblies of our people 
there. 

In Brazil and Mexico much increase and progress ( religious and educa- 
tional) have marked the year. They are moving toward self-support with grat- 
ifying speed. The work seems thorough and practical. 

It is with peculiar pleasure that we note the opening of work in the capital 
city of Korea by our brother, C. F. Reid, who has done so many years’ work 
efficiently in China. May the success, as well as the spirit, of the Lambuths 
be his. The conditions, civil and political, of this great city ( fully as large as 
New Orleans ) make it a highly stragetic point for planting the standard of 
our King. Let us pray and pay for the speedy and full establishment of soul- 
saving agencies in Seoul. It gives us great hope and encouragement that our 
cultured and consecrated Korean convert, Mr. T. H. Yun, is at the head of gov- 
ernment education. 

Our sisters of the W. F. M. Society, and the P. and H. M. Society have 
been “ lengthening their cords and strengthening their stakes ” in many ways, 
especially in China and at their noble institution in Kansas City, “ The Sear- 
ritt Bible and Training School.” Here consecrated young women are being 
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equipped for the Christly mission of healing body and soul simultaneously. 
We call marked attention to their own reports submitted and read by Miss 
Addie Marshall and Addie Purnell to Conference. 

Our western Mission fields have yielded as much of golden grain for God’s 
garners as the peculiar conditions there prevailing will admit. We long to 
see a thorough federation of our work with that of sister Methodisms in this, 
and indeed, in every field. 

Within our own bounds many souls have been saved, much property 
added and connectional causes aided by the faithful and true men who have 
toiled in our outlying territory. These are worthy of double honor and should 
have at least double as much financial aid as our treasury promises to yield 
them. 

Brethren, let us more generally organize into Missionary Reading Circles. 
Let us fill our minds with Missionary facts and tarry at the feet oL Jesus till 
He endue us with Pentecostal fire. 

Then may we hope to enlighten our minds, quicken the consciences, warm 
the hearts and loosen the purse strings of our people in behalf of Missions — 
the very soul of religion — which always animates the true “ Body of Christ.” 

Resolutions Adopted by Conference. 

1 st Resolution, We urge all our people to subscribe for and read carefully 
our Missionary periodicals — such as the “ Review of Missions,” “ The Wo- 
man’s Missionary Advocate,” Our Homes,” “ The World for Christ,” “Little 
Worker,” and “The Evangel.” Two or more of these (or better all of them) 
entering regularly our Methodist homes will soon hush the faintest whisper 
of opposition to the “ Great Commission.” 

2d Resolution, We will take our Missionary collections early, and strive to 
secure every dollar in cash and subscriptions during the first quarter. 

3d Resolution, We continue Rev. J. B. Fearn, M. D., now of our China Mis- 
sion Conference, as our Special Missionary, and urge liberal contributions to 
his support. 

4 th Resolution, We ask about $400 more towards building the “ Lambuth 
Training School at Kobi, Japan. 

5 th Resolution, We commend to our laymen the endowment of “ Scholar- 
ships,” in said school. These will cost but $50.00 per year. 

6th Resolution, That all money raised for Foreign and Domestic Missions 
on regular assessments be promptly forwarded to our own Treasurer. 

7th Resolution , That we urge all our preachers to organize every Sunday 
School in our Conference into a Missionary Society as required by the Board 
of Discipline. 

8 th Resolution, That no money be paid Domestic Missionary work except 
by our Treasurer, and this only after quarterly reports in due form. The form 
will be furnished early by said Treasurer. 

Resolved, That in all our protracted and camp meetings one day be given 
to fasting and prayer for our foreign missionary work, and that sermons be 
preached on said day on this subject.

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Detailed information concerning the progress of the work may be found 
in the fourteenth annual report of the General Board of Church Extension 
published May 1, 181)6, and also in the minutes of the 81st Session of the Mis- 
sissippi Annual Conference. 

From these sources it will be seen that during the fourteen years of the 
Board’s existence, 132 Churches within our bounds have received aid from the 
Church Extension funds amounting to $12,762.00 in donations, and $700.00 in 
loans.

The last report of the agents, of our Publishing House, at Nashville, Tenn., 
shows the business of the house to be solid and prosperous. 

The Publishing House renders invaluable service to the Church in supply- 
ing a high grade of literature, at prices within the reach of the people. The 
report of the agents shows an increase in the business of the house. 

Out of the proceeds of the house for the year, the Book Committe ordered 
$20,000 to be distributed to the Annual Conferences for the Superannuated 
preachers, and for widows and orphans of deceased preachers. 

The Nashville Advocate still maintains its high standard of excellence 
under the able editorship of Dr. Hoss. It is a matter of regret, that the cir- 
culation of so valuable a paper is not greater. 

There has been little change in the condition of the Methodist Review. 
It is gratifying to note its recognition by journals of the highest class as in 
the front rank of periodicals of its kind. 

Our Sunday School department is sending out literature of the highest 
grade. 

We commend it to the church to be universally used in the place of so- 
called union literature, and furthermore, we suggest that our preachers dis- 
courage the use of union literature in our schools. We recognize in the Re- 
view of Missions, edited by Dr. Lambuth, a truly excellent missionary periodi- 
cal, ably edited, and conveying to the church essential information. It is to 
be regretted that its circulation is not greater. It is the opinion of your com- 
mittee that if a copy of this “ Review ” could be placed in every home in our 
connection, it would greatly increase the collection for missions. We would 
urge upon our preachers, that they endeavor to place the Review in as many 
homes as possible. 

“ The World for Christ ” is one of the very best missionary periodicals of 
its class, and its price places it within the reach of all ; it should find a place 
in every home. 

The condition of the Epworth Era remains about the same. 

Our Conference organ, the New Orleans Christian Advocate, under the 
wise and conservative management of Dr. Black, is meeting all the require- 
ments of a first-class organ, and we earnestly and cordially recommend it to 
the patronage of the whole Conference as a vehicle through which the church 
can express her thought, advocate her enterprises, defend her policies, and up- 
hold her faith. The improvement in the appearance of the paper is gratifying, 
and its financial condition is much improved, through the increase of its sub- 
scription lists. 

We would emphatically recommend to all our people that they do full 
duty in connection with our Advocate ; we would insist that we concentrate 
upon it, in order to give it the nourishment of every subscription. If we can 
take but one religious paper, let it be the New Orleans Advocate. If we can 
afford two let us add the Nashville Advocate, and let us be constant in urging 
the value lying in this suggestion as your committee see it. 
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We recommend the re-appointment of the present publishing committee 
of the New Orleans Christion Advocate, R. J. Jones, W. B. Lewis, and R. W. 
Bailey. 

We recommend the re-appointment of Rev. W. C. Black as editor.

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Report of Board of Education. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference, M. E. Church 

South : 

Dear Brothers — Your Board of Education beg leave to present the follow- 
ing as its annual report, viz : 

Millsaps College. 

It is pleasant to note the fact that the present session promises to be the 
most successful in the history of this institution. There have been enrolled 
already as many pupils as during the last session. Increased facilties of in- 
struction have been added both in the number of teachers employed and in 
other particulars. 

The completion of the “ Webster Science Hall,” the latest expression of 
the abiding interest of Major Millsaps, gives us more adequate provision in 
the way of recitation rooms. 

A new venture, but one long contemplated and evidently demanded by 
the condition of affairs, is the organization of the Department of Law, under 
the able management of Dr. Edward Mayes, an honored member of our 
Church — a lawyer of distinguished ability — and a teacher of long and suc- 
cessful experience. We wish to express our great gratification at the action of 
the Board of Trustees, and we are gratified to know that the department is 
meeting with marked success. 

Our attention has been called to the fact that the terms of four Trustees of 
Millsaps College expire with this session of our Conference, and we respect- 
fully recommend that W. L. Nugent, Peter James, W. B. Lewis and A. F. Wat- 
kins be re-elected members of the Board of Trustees. 

We desire to express our appreciation of the signal ability with which the 
President, Dr. W. B. Murrah, is discharging the duties of his responsible office, 
and the efficiency of the faculty of the institution. In conclusion we would 
express our sense o( obligation to Major R. W. Millsaps for the princely lib- 
erality and continued personal service to which the College so largely owes its 
existence and continued prosperity. 

Whitworth Female College. 

We reproduce as part of our report extracts from the report of the Board 
of Trustees of this honored institution, and express our sincere pleasure in the 
remarkable success which has attended the efforts of President Chambers and 
others to promote the success and usefulness of an institution so sacredly asso- 
ciated with the name of Dr. H. F. Johnson, and conspicuously useful to our 
church and the State in the years of the past. We respectfully recommend the 
reappointment of the Rev. John W. Chambers as President and financial agent 
of the College. 

The Trustees have reported in part as follows: 

“ We are pleased to state that Whitworth College has entered upon a year 
of unusal prosperity under the administration of Rev. John W. Chambers. 
The register shows an enrollment of 158 pupils, of which number there are 96 
boarders. The progress of the students is gratifying to the teachers and pat- 
rons. There are eight teachers in the literary department, and four music 
teachers. Rev. Charles W. Crisler has been added to the faculty, and is giving 
eminent satisfaction. Five hundred dollars have been expended on the Col- 
lege building since the last report.” 

President Chambers deserves and should receive the cordial co-operation 
of the Mississippi Conference. 

We recommend the appointment of Chas. W. Crisler as a Professor in 
Whitworth College. 

Port Gibson Female College. 

Has opened its present session more encouragingly than for many years. 
There are eleven officers and teachers thoroughly equipped for their work. 
The total enrollment for the present year is 85, having 62 in the Literary de- 
partment, 35 in music, 17 in art, 5 in elocution and 5 in dress making. We were 
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pleased to have with us Miss Park, one of the principals, and commend the 
management in the gratifying success attending their efforts in behalf of this 
institution. 

Edward McGehee College For Girls. 

Is now occupying the handsome new buildings erected near the site of the 
old historic one which was burned last year. It has been built at a cost of 
$7,000, while other equally important improvements are contemplated. Its 
faculty is complete, while the attendance is large, enrolling 30 boarders. This 
institution is meeting a pressing need of our church in that section of our 
Conference. We would respectfully recommend the appointment of Rev. J. 
N. Tucker to the financial agency of Edward McGehee College. 

East Mississippi Female College. 

We are more than gratified at the unprecedented prosperity of the East 
Mississippi Female College, under the efficient management of the recently 
elected president, Prof. J. W. Beeson. Its dormitories have been filled to 
overflowing with boarders, and new buildings have been erected and paid for. 
Over $4,000 have been expended in permanent improvements, and in liquida- 
tion of outstanding moneyed obligations the present year. Its faculty is com- 
posed of specialists in each department. There are 75 boarders in the college, 
while the total enrollment is over 200. Never has the outlook been more flat- 
tering. It is an up to date college and in every respect is worthy the support 
of our people. We heartily congratulate its Board of Trustees in their good 
fortune in securing Prof. Beeson as president of this institution for a term of 
years. 

Paine and Lane Institute. 

The relation which the C. M. E. Church sustains to our own Church is such 
as to impose upon us a peculiar responsibility and a peculiar interest in the 
Paine and Lane Institute, and we cannot but be gratified at the remarkable 
successful showing presented in the report of Rev. George Williams Walker, 
its President. Its graduates are taking high rank among their people as 
preachers and teachers, and exerting an ever-widening influence in the eleva- 
tion of the race. We would commend this institution to the members of our 
Church, and bespeak for it their liberal support. 

At the last session of our Conference it was decided to divide the collection 
for eduction, on the basis of $1200 for Millsaps College ; $300 for Paine & Lane, 
and $272 for the General Board. We have received this year from the educa- 
tional collection $987.15 :from the Sunday school board $253.71, total, $1,240.86, 
which has been divided as follows: Millsaps College, $781.91 ; Paine & Lane, 
$229.98; General Board, $194.62 ; printing the minutes, $34.06 ; total $1,240.86. 
We recommend the following assessment for the ensuing year : Millsaps Col- 

lege, $1500 ; Paine & Lane, $300 ; General Board, $272 ; total, $2,072. In view 
of the superior facilities offered, we would urge upon all our people the impor- 
tance of patronizing our institutions of learning, and would ask of all their 
hearty co-operation in our endeavors to further the interests committed to us 
by your body and the General Board. 

There has been referred to us a memorial from the Brookhaven District 
Conference requesting the pro rata distribution to the several Conference col- 
leges, of the collection for the cause of education.

The following was read: 

MEMOIR OF REV. N. M. CLARK. 

Newton McMinn Clark was born in Tuscaloosa Co., Ala., March 1st, 1843. 
He was converted and joined the M. E. Church, South, when about eleven 
years old, and was licensed to preach in 1874. In 1876 lie came to Mississippi and 
in 1877 he was employed as supply on the Union Mission. Tne three following 
years he taught school at Montrose in Jasper county. In December, 1880, he was 
received on trial in the Mississippi Conference and was duly received in full 
connection, and during his itinerant life, which ended at his death, he filled 
the following charges, to-wit : Marion Circuit, two years : Carthage, two years; 
Williamsburg, one year ; Fannin, two years ; Silver Creek Mission, one year; 
Clark Circuit, one year; Lauderdale, two and one half years; East End, Meri- 
dian, six months ; Binnsville, two years ; Pachuta, two years. 

Oil the 9th of February, 1868, at Starkville, Miss., he was married to Miss 
Mary Peterson, who with their adopted daugliter Maggie, remains to mourn 
his loss. 

Brother Clark was a devoted and conservative Christian and a faithful 
minister of the Lord Jesus Christ. In the charges he filled, he did faithful 
work. He was especially zealous and effective along the line of church and 
parsonage building, and his remarkable success remains as a monument to 
his faithfulness. 

He died peacefully November 4th, 1896, after quite a protracted illness 
caused, as stated by his physician, from malaria, contracted in 1888. 

At the time of his death, he was serving Pachuta Circuit.

Clark were made by L. Car- 
ley, T. L. Mellen, F. M. Williams, Irvin Miller, J. W. Chambers. The memoir 
was then adopted. 

W. L. C. Hunnicutt read the following 

MEMOIR OF REV. T. S. WEST ; 

Thomas Sterling West was born in Wayne county Miss., on the 14th of 
January, 1835, and died in Jackson, Miss., April 2th, 1896, in the sixty-first 
year of his age. He was of Welsh extraction, on his father’s side. His pa- 
rents had him baptized in infancy, and the wholesome results of that early 
consecration to God were manifested through all his after life. He made a 
public dedication of himself to God in 1856. 

He studied medicine, and was graduated both in New Orleans, and in 
Philadelphia, and was a practicing physician near his home, and in the Con- 
federate army for a number of years, where he was highly esteemed as a sol- 
dier, a chaplain and a surgeon. 

Indeed, his heart was ever set upon working for the souls, rather than for 
the bodies of men. Having been licensed to preach in 1860, he became a 
chaplain greatly beloved by his fellow-soldiers, for his self-sacrificing devotion 
to their welfare in those days that tried men’s souls. 

He was admitted on trial into the Mississippi Conference at Brandon, in 
1872, from which time he maintained an honorable position among the itiner- 
ant hosts of Methodism, filling cheerfully and usefully every charge to which 
he was assigned by the authorities of the Church. 

Though not a man of collegiate education, he read much, was well informed 
on many literary topics, and became a skilliul writer, as well as an attractive 
speaker, and an effective preacher. At the time of his death he was the agent 
of Millsaps College, and was residing within the Capital Street charge, which 
he had filled with great usefulness for three preceding years, endearing himself, 
as few are able to do, to all the people. Few men were ever more beloved. 
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His death was felt as a calamity, and an affliction by the entire city 
and community. In his deatli this Conference has lost a valuable, beloved 
and honored member, one often called to places of high responsibility 
which he always filled in a worthy manner. 

Dr. West was distinguished for the openness of his heart, the generosity of 
his spirit, and for the genial and jovial kindness of his disposition. 

We mourn his absence as that of a brother beloved, but not as those who 
have no hope. We know that our loss is his eternal gain. 

The Cliurch Conference and congregation of Capital Street, the last charge 
he served, adopted the following resolutions: 

“ Whereas; Our Heavenly Father has called from our midst, in the strength 
of his years, and in the height of his usefulness, our beloved brother and recent 
pastor, Dr. T. S. West; therefore be it 

Resolved 1. Tiiat while we doubt not that he has entered into perfect peace, 
we can but deplore our immeasurable loss. 

2. Regarding it a high privilege to have known, heard and loved Dr. West 
as our pastor for three years, we will cherish the recollection of his many 
virtues and excellent traits of character as a precious legacy and embalm the 
memory of his Christlike and unselfish life in the warmest affections of our 
hearts. 

3. That we believe it to be an honor to the human race, and a credit to 
the Christian religion that they, together, produced a man who was so sunny- 
hearted by nature, and so heavenly-minded by grace as was our beloved Dr. T. 
S W cst

Dr. West was married three times ; first to Miss Mary Ann Heard, daugh- 
ter of Joshua T. Heard, of this Conference, then to Miss Mary E. Watts, 
daughter of Judge John Watts, and lastly to Miss Florence Hopper, daughter 
of John C. Hopper, of Wayne County, Miss. He left three sons, the children 
of his last wife, who survive him. His home life was as happy as his public 
life was honorable. He was as sunny hearted as a child and as joyous as if he 
had known no sorrow. 

If he is greatly missed by his brethren, what must his absence mean to 
those who loved and trusted him for guidance in all the dear relations of home ? 
Nothing can soothe the sorrow of such bereavements but an abiding faith in 
the verities of the eternal world.

F. M. Keen read the following 

MEMOIR OF REV. DAVID MERCHANT: 

The subject of this sketch was born in Lawrence County, Miss., February 
21, 1834, and died at his home near Ellisville, Miss., March 31, 866. 

Bro. Merchant was blessed with Christian parentage. His father was a 
local preacher. Our brother was born of the spirit, and joined the Methodist 
Church when quite young. The exact date is not known by the writer. 

He was married to Miss Eliza Reid, December 10th, 1865. Four children — 
three boys and one girl— were the fruit of his marriage, all of whom, with 
their mother, survive him. 

Bro. Merchant entered the Mississippi Conference on trial some time dur- 
ing the war. After traveling a few years, failing health compelled him to lo- 
cate. He was re-admitted into the Conference in 1884, but on account of phys- 
ical infirmities, he was soon superannuated. 

Bro. Merchant never professed to be a ten, or even a five talent servant. 
He felt that he possessed, at least one, and he did all he could to improve it. 
He was thankful that he was counted worthy to labor even in the by-ways and 
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hedges of his Master’s vineyard. He served scanty fields and hard circuits, 
where his consecration to the Lord was oftimes severely tested ; but so far as 
this writer has been able to learn, he never flinched, or asked for a change in 
his appointments. 

Tne following are some of the charges he served, viz: Ponchatoula, Baton 
Rouge Circuit, Louisville, Carthage, Coleville, Williamsburg, State Line, 
Marion, Walker and others. These circuits were very large and the pastor 
was compelled to be continually on the go in order to do the pastoral work 
and fill his appointments, which the following, copied from his diary for Jan- 
uary, 1874. will show : “ Sabbath, 18th, preached at Enon ; Monday, 19th, 

traveled and spent the night at Bro. H.s’ ; Tuesday, 20th, traveled and spent 
the night at Bro. Harper’s.; Wednesday, 21st, saw Bro. E. J. Taylor, went with 
him to Bro. L’s., spent the night ; Thursday, started to Zion Seminary, was 
caught in a hard rain, stopped and spent the night ; Friday, 23d, went with 
Bro. T. Z. S., and from there to Bro. John Napier’s; Saturday, 24th, went to 
Williamsburg, spent the night with Bro. Holloway ; Sabbath, 25th, preached 
from St. Luke xv:18, rode eight miles and preached again, spent the night at 
Sister McR’s.; Monday, 26th, went to Bro. W’s., spent two nights ; 28th, went 
to Ellis ville and preached at night; 29th, went sixteen miles and preached, 
and spent the night with Mr. B.” etc. 

Bro. Merchant loved the institutions of the church, and contributed freely 
to their support. At one time at Conference a collection for foreign missions 
called from him a subscription of $25, and at the time he served a $100 mission 
himself, yet in due time the subscription was paid. 

While a Superannuate he cheerfully, out of his meagre allowance, contrib- 
uted towards “ Conference Endowment Fund,” “ Millsaps College,” and the 
varions Conference collections. He loved the brethren and was always willing 
to sit at their feet and learn. Humble and meek, he passed through life hope- 
ful, trusting in the Lord to supply all his need. 

For many years he endured great bodily suffering, and over a year prior 
to his decease he lost the sight of his right eye from intense pain. He was 
confined to his bed several weeks before death came to his relief, but he bore 
his afflictions patiently, yea, even joyously. His favorite expression during 
his last illness was, “ Glory ! Glory ! ” He realized for some time that his ac- 
tive mission was ended, and therefore, death was a welcome messenger to 
both soul and body. His end Avas peace ; he sleeps near a little school house 
where he loved so well to preach, near Ellisville, Jones County, Miss. In due 
time the Master will give him his reward.

I. W. Cooper read the following 

MEMOIR OF REV. THOS. PRICE : 

When Dean Stanley was drawing near his death, he asked Dr. Vaughan to 
preach his funeral sermon in theWestminster Abbey, saying, “ You knew me 
the longest.” 

Our departed brother selected a friend to write his memoir, saying, “ You 
knew me well.” The old soldier has fallen ! He fell on the battle field with 
his face toward the eternal hills. This Christian warrior has been in many 
conflicts, but when the last battle was fought, the sword was placed in the 
scabbard for the first time, and our brother laid down on the tented field to 
awake amid the victories of the other life, in which peace floweth as a river. 
The home, the church and the world, have lost one who could say as Pericles 
said, when dying, “ I never caused an Athenian to mourn.” 

Measured by the standard of popular acclaim, measured by the gain of 
riches, measured by Avhat the word calls success, our brother’s life was not a 
great success ; but when measured by the laws of the inner life, by the in- 
scription of character, by the capacity of love, by the heart which is receptive 
to the movements of the Holy Spirit, by the faith which laid hold of the 
cross, by the fidelity which never grew weary, our brother’s life possessed all 
the elements of a successful life. His conceptions of life were too broad for 
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him to be even sordid or contracted. He gave the world all he had — the 
wealth of his love — the wealth of his tenderness and usefulness, and the 
wealth of his triumphant faith and character, which were made rich by hav- 
ing their main-spring in Christ who possesses all the riches of Eternity. 

Our brother possessed the beautiful trait of humility. Acathocles, who 
became a King, kept an earthen plate to remind himself that he was once a 
potter. Our brother never forgot the frailties, vanities and dangers of human 
life, and that the secret of character was not in human agencies, but in spir- 
itual forces which are supernatural. 

His life touched the Christ of Gethsamane, and from the place of sorrow 
he went forth with the likeness of Christ stamped on his brow. While he was 
humble he possessed all the elements of the highest moral bravery. 

Eudoxia threatened St. Chrysostom with banishment; he calmly replied — 
tell her I fear nothing but sin. The lips of tliis faithful servant of God gave 
the same testimony. There were no stings in his words — they were freighted 
with faith and love. 

Our friend was a most excellent preacher of the Gospel. His sermons as 
delivered could have been printed without correction. Coming, as they did, 
from a well trained mind and a consecrated heart, they were alw r ays a delight 
and inspiration to the thoughtful hearer. 

The home life of our brother was beautiful and sacred. He was the center 
of affection and reverence. Carlyle said when the death of his wife occurred : 
“The light of my life has gone out.” Many loved ones felt that the light of 
their home went out when Bro. Price left them. We record these events: 
Rev. Thomas Price was born in Washington, Adams County, Miss., October 9, 
1819 ; was early converted ; was educated at La Grange College, Ala., during 
the presidency of Bishop Robert Paine. Entered the ministry at an early age, 
and was married to Miss Tabitha E. Haney, daughter of Rev. J. P. Haney, 
Nov. 25th, 1845. Bv this union there were ten children, four of whom are still 
living. May 24, 1883, he w T as married to Miss Laura M. Whittington, daughter 
of Rev. B. B. Whittington. Departed this life at Lake Charles, La., March 24. 
1896. 

His bereaved wife writes : “ On the evening before his death, while sitting 
with him alone, though unconscious as to the things around him, while his life 
was quietly ebbing away, I repeated the 23rd Psalm and the hymn he so much 
loved, ‘ Jesus, Lover of my Soul,’ I felt sure he heard me from the look on his 
face.” 

Farewell, dear friend, you have reached heaven! We will cherish your 
memory and emulate your virtues, and expect some day to meet you again.
